•'More than 7:l,lll)(l individuals," 
said Judge Martin, "were benefitted 
by the 130 charitable organizations in 
the Welfare Federation. The 29 hos- 
pitals treated 338,310 patients, and of 
this number 258,(592 were free, or part 
free. The dispensaries alone treated 
210,804 persons, giving them 675,402 
treatments and 228,018 prescriptions." 
Judge Martin called attention to the 
fact that once every five minutes of 
the year, day . and night, an injured 
p«rS<JH is carrieu to'6ne tjfrTiN'"'^' 
tion hospitals — 102,673.* More than 35,- 
000 operations were performed during 
the year, and 14,292 babies were born 
in Federation institutions or attended 
by visiting nurses. Nurses made 307,- 
308 visits of mercy to the homes of 
the poor during the year. 

More than 4,500 orphans, deserted 
and dependent children were fed, cloth- 
ed and housed. The hospitals eared for 
51,777 children, and including the wel- 
fare and community work, 198,900 chil- 
dren were touched toy the 130 agencies. 
The aged, homeless, blind and desti- 
tute, numbering 18,730, were provided 
for. These were given 276,763 lodgings 
and 706,940 meals. In family relief 
work more than 73,000 persons were 
assisted, while in the settlements, com- 
munity centers and character-building 
agencies 245,549 persons were helped.
